Punishment of One of Them Committed to 
Banishment to Island of Guam. Another 


Gets -Fifteen Years at Hard Labor 


Washington, March 7—A native named 
Lucinotflucino Almeida, was convicted 
by a military commission of flagrant 
violations of the laws of war and ««n- 
tenced to hard labor Dor 20 years and to 
pay a fine of 20,000 pesos. 


General MacArthur commuted the 


sentence to deportation to Guam. 


It appears from evidence that Al- 


ineida was provitgcal chief or president 
of La Union at the time of the occupa- 
tion of that province, holding 
office 


from the insurrectionary Junta. 


In that official capacity he called on 


an officer commanding the American 
forces and offered his services to aid 
m the work of pacification! of the pro- 
vince. 


His offer was accepted in good faith 


and he was allowed to continue in office. 


While thus acting the roler of friend 


of the American cause the president 
and tnoee under him in authority were, 
with a common) secret understanding, 
actually administering their offices un- 
der orders and in the interest of the in- 
surrectionary chiefs. 


Whenever they "collected lawfully Im- 


posed taxes they also sought to imsose 
and collect a like or lar-er ta^; ft>r the 
benefit of" the insurgent forces and fn j 


some Instances they diverted the public 
funds derived from the taxes legitim- 
ately collected tolhe same treasonable 
use. 


Another case of treachery reported 


by General MacArthur Is that of Cata- 
lino Laodlian, convicted by the military 
commission of violating the laws of war, 
and giving intelligence to an enemv 
and sentenced to 15 years confinement 
at hard labor. 
General MacArthur says the evidence 


in this case shows the accused accept- 
ed the office of president ofl Pueblo Gui- 
glnto from the insurgent authorities at 
the time when the office was lawfully 
filled by a president appointed under 
the authority of the United States and 
while the accused was actlnfe the part 
of an amigo. 
He was by letter advising the com- 


manding general of the insurgent forces 
of his vicinity of the number and means 
of defense of the American troops ir^ 
Guiffinto.

Washington, March. 7.—Again yes- 


terday Vice President Roosevelt was 
the central figure of the opening pro- 
seedlngs of the'senate.

peared at his detik to call the senate to 
order, a wave of applause swept over 
the thronged galleries. 
He evidently 


was impatient at the demonstration, 
and sharply tapping his desk with the 
gavel, warned the spectators that a 
repetition of the applause would re- 
sult in an order to clear the galleries. 


After a-brief debate, the amendment 


to the rules of the senate, placing :> limit 
upon debate, offered Tuesday by Sena- 
tor Platt (Conn.), vas referred to the 
committee on rules.

the amendment to urge its discussion 
at tbe present extraordinary session. 


Mr. Morgan, who on Tuesday offered 


a resolution declaring the abrogation of 
the Clayten-Bulwer treaty between the 
United States and Great Britain, ad- 
dressed the *enate for nearly two hours 
upon his proposition. He declared that

In form and method of doing business, 


this commission will approximate the 
Alabama 
claims commission, rather 


than any of the international commis- 
sions that have sat in recent years. 
Unless hereafter authorized by con- 
gress, this-commission will not consider 
any of the claims of citizens of other 
nations than the United States for dam- 
ages sustained during tho war, so that 
tho vast aggregate of the claims of for- 
eign bondholders and of foreign cor- 
porations, suck as cable companies, 
steamship companies, etc., will have to 
be otherwise adjusted if they are ad- 
mitted to treatment at all. The French 
claims alone, on account of losses sus- 
tained through French citizens in Cuba 
by the insurrection and the Spanish- 
American war, aggregate 13,700,000 
francs, and the German claims probably 
tire in excess of this sum.

Theie. SIttn-ntaataifer* Have a. New 


Plan 'to Malrt Girl. Work. 


A cigar manufacturing firm in Tren- 


ton is attracting the attention of the 
labor world by certain innovations for 
maintaining order; holding tbe atten- 
tion and increasing the^fficiency of tbe 
200 young women cigar makers em- 
ployed in Its factory. 


A pianor. has been placed in the large 


workroom, and a young woman is em- 
ployed to play it for two hours each 
day. To keep the girls off the streets 
at noon a teacher has been hired to 
give free singing lessons at the factory 
during the noon hour. 


These innovations in New Jersey and 


elsewhere in the northern states, assert 
those well acquainted with the cigar 
manufacturing industry, have been 
adopted generally in Cuba. Nearly ev- 
ery large factory there has its reader 
or musician. 


Cigarette factories in Spain, it is said, 


are similarly equipped. Tho reader, ei- 
ther a man or a woman, is employed to 
read aloud to employees from the lat- 
est Spanish novels or from the daily 
newspapers. 
The musician rills the 


same rcle as that of the performer en- 
gaged in the New Jersey factory.

room of one of the large department 
stores, where Burns himself had been 
employed until 
he lost bis position 


something over a year ago. 
Since "that 


time he has been employed as a waiter 
in different places, but his income was 
•mall and Irregular. 


When lirst married the couple went 


to live 011 Harrison avenue, but on 
Feb. 22 Mrs. Sums went to her mother's 
home to keep her sister company while 
her mother was in a hospital. 
Last 


Monday Burns, who was then working 
in a South Boston restaurant, left his 
place, sold a violin, and with the pro- 
ceeds went to New York to look for 
work. 
After reaching there, he says 


the thought came over him that if he 
remained there he might be arrested 
for non-support, and so be came back 
to Boston, arriving yesterday morn- 
Ing. 


He went to a pawnbroker's 
shop 


where he purchased a razor, and about 
11 o'clock he called at his wife's home. 
He talked with his wife and her mother, 
and at the latter's invitation stayed to 
dinner, and remained during the after- 
noon. About 5 o'clock, while they were 
In the entry way of the tenement, Burns 
asked his wife to return with him to 
the Harrison avenue house, which she 
refused to do. 
Then, pulling the razor 


from his pocket, he made a vicious 
slash at her, cnttinz her throat in a hor- 
rible manner. 
Mrs, Dooley, hearing 


her daughter's cries, sought to protect 
her, when Burns attacked her, inflicting 
bad cuts on the elder woman's cheek 
and forehead. 
Meanwhile Mrs. Burns 


had run down stairs and fallen ex- 
hausted in thfe lower hallway, expiring 
in a few minutes. 


Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Watts, who oc- 


cupied the lower tenement, were pow- 
erless to restrain Burns, who rushed 
from the house as soon as he fully real- 
ised.the result of his attack. He was, 
however, quickly intercepted by two 
officers, and locked up. Burns did not 
seem to be under the influence of liquor 
at the time, but had the appearance of 
e man who was recovering from a pro- 
tracted' spree. 
Tbe body of the mur- 


dered woman was taken to the morgue, 
while Mrs. Doctor's wounds 
were 


dressed by a physician at her home. 


The arrest of Burns so quickly was an 


accident, almost. An officer saw Burns 
coming along with blood on his hand. 
He remarked to a brother officer that 
he guessed he had been fighting and it 
was best to speak to him. The officer 
did so, and Burns said, "I've done it; I 
out my wife's throat." 
The officers 


then locked the man up.

Tbe proposed down 
town church is called a "retreat" by 
members of tlie new cult, and as soon 
as the money can be secured tbe ideas 
of tbe people who want a quiet time 
ns a form of religion will be carried in- 
to effect.

the breath culture and the health cul- 
ture of a Persian named Hanish, vrlx> 
stylos himself tbe rab-magi of Math- 
El-Kharmaa temple, Persia, and who 
has been teaching people for some time 
lii Chicago the proper way to breathe 
In order to get the best out of life. This 
combination of silence, abstraction and 
respiration in tlie form of a religious 
c-ult without any Scriptural canons is 
rolicd on by the Ar.tolife society to 
captivate tlie people of nearly all sects.

trumbs in a basin and ponr over tnom n 
piut of boiling milk. Cover witb a plat<

U00KRT P. PORTER ON BRITISH 


OWNERSHIP 


Now that we are to discuss munici- 


pal owclership let us discuss it thor- 
oughly. Let us look at both sides of the 
medal. The Transcript believes that 
municipal ownership has come to stay 
and that all its faults cannot kill it. 
However, we should always count the 
cost before assuming a new undertak- 
ing. 


Much has been said about the success 


of municipal ownership in the cities of 
the TJnSted Kingdom. Particularly are 
the cities of Scotland held up to us as 
models to pattern afiter. Glasgow has 
.been cited as the wonder of the world: 
It Is well to learn lessons from all 
sources affording lessons and it is well 
not to pass over a source that may be 
sending out a warning:. If pretty good 
American and British authority is to be 
accepted a quarter century of municipal 
ownership in England has not been 
so very successful. Robert P. Porter, 
' auitWor oj "Muniaipal ownership at 
fcome and abroad," has said some un- 
pleasant things regarding municipal 
ownership in England. He accepts the 
conclusions that municipal ownership 
has plunged British cities deeply into 
debt and that no more than ocla-haff of 
otoe per cent, profit is made by the cities 
on the enormous carxita.1 invested ins 
municipal ownership enterprises. Ac- 
cepting this as the result of 25 years 
experimentation it cantaot be said that 
.municipal ownership has been a mark- 
ed success in England. 


In the United Kingdom municipal 


ownership or municipal trading invest- 
ments are divided into six r>rincir>al 
^classes—water works, gas works, elec- 
-tric plants, markets, street railways 
and' water front facilities. Of the.265 
municipal boroughs whose financial sta- 
tistics are reviewed in a parliamentary 
repoM., 173 manage their own) water 
works, 87 their own gas works, 204 their 
own markets, 28 their own street car 
lines, and 55 their own electric light 
plants. 


Robert P. Porter has said: 
"The Royal statistical society of Eng- 


land has taken up the question of mu- 
nicipal trading with considerable sta- 
tistical vigor and with results that are 
•well worth considering. To begin with, 
it is shown that locajl Indebtedness has 
increased from about 460 million dollars. 
in 
1875 
to 
about 
double 
that 


amount in 1885, while at the present 
'time it exceeds' 1,300 million dollars. 
'Part of this debt has been incurred for 
purposes for which local 
authorities 


'are bound to provide; part for educa- 
tioin&l and recreative purposes, and 440 
mlinona, or an amount nearly equiva- 
Jent to the total municipal debt of the 
kingdom 25 years ago, for trading and 
similar purposes. This capital has 
been invested in water works, gas 
works, markets, tramways, electric 
light plants, quays and harbors. 


"Th« riet practical result o!l this quar- 


ter of a century of municipal trading 
in England seems to be that the income 
produced by the existing municipal en- 
terprises pays the working expenses. 
the interest and installments of bor- 
rowed capital and leaves a profit of 
•bbut one-half per cent on the out- 
standing debt. 
• "In England municiiwl ownership has 
frone from water works to gas works. 
and from gae works to tramways, and 
unless checked is likely to be carried 
to an extenK. that will practically de- 
stroy individual effort and enterprise. 
Lord Avebury, in a recent paper read 
before the London chamber of com- 
merce, says that among the businesses 
which various municipalities are, in the 
present session asking parliament to 
grant them powers to undertake, are 
banking, pawnbrokrng, coal 
supply 


saddlery, manufacture of electrical f.t- 
tings, or the residual products of gas, 
and other branches of trade and manu- 
facture. 


*^h« theory pf those who advocate 


the extension) of municipal ownership is 
that if a profit can be made out ofl the 
general supply of some commodity,why 
should not the community realize that 
profit itself? In theory this may be 
sound, but in practise it would be ut- 
terly destructive of individual effort, 
and a jrreat injustice to the taxpayer. 
On this point Sir Henry Fowler, presi- 
dent of the rojpl statistical society, 
say* in hi» annual address: 


•It must be borne in mind that the 


general user cannot decide the question 
*f munic* al enterprise. 
Take two

era) BM, tobacco and beer. If general 
user in to be the test, it might be urged 
that public bodies should become man- 
ufacturers of tobacco and beer. They 
would be the guardians ofl the purity of 
both these commodities, and possibly 
they might can > them on so as to pro- 
duce such a profit as would be an ad- 
vantage to the community where tl-ey 
were located, but If the price was high- 
er tharJ the actual cost, the consumers 
of these articles are taxed to the relief 
of rates for the benefit of those who do 
not smoke, and who do not drlnlk beer. 
If on the other hand the prices are low- 
er than the cost price, then the general 
rate-payers, including those who do not 
smoke and who <k» not drink, are taxed 
in) order to supply cheap tobacco and 
cheap beer for a section of the com- 
munity;.' 


"This applies with equal force to those 


who use and those who do not use the 
tramways. 
Why should those who 


walk, or those who ride some other way, 
or those who have no occasion to use 
a street railway be taxed to relieve 
those who use such enterprises? The 
above gflurcs also show that capital is 
required just the same for municipal 
industries, add thai this capital is bor- 
rowed of the capitalist. Moreover, it 
becomes a charge on the property of the 
entire community, and if it is rtot suc- 
cessful the property of the taxpayer 
must pay the loss. A margin of half 
per cent can hardly be considered a 
happy business result. Imagine if in 
addition to present indebtedness the 
property o3 some of our muwlciDalitks 
was also pledged for such enterprises 
as we find in operation in England, and 
for which, as I have shown, there are 
now proposals before parliament. Im- 
agine all these enterprises managed bv 
bodies of politicians who have no per- 
sonal pecuniary interest. Sir Henry 
Fowler contends that this question of 
management is a main factor in the 
classification of enterprises which, in 
England, can or cannot be undertaken 
by public uathorities. 
The industrial 


success of England, and likewise of 
this country, whether it be manuJHc- 
turingr or commercial, has been at- 
tained br Individual energy, impelled 
by the motive of iraividual ambition 
and profit, and devoting time and en- 
ergy to the most minute and contin- 
uous superintendence of every detail." 


The point that must no* be overlooked 


irJ these remarks of Mr. Porter is that 
the one-half of one per cent was paid 
after deducting working expenses, in- 
terest and Installments of borrowed can 
ital. 
UnkJ'er reasonable loan lim- 


its, "the capital 
borrowed 
for 


a 
municipal 
enterprise 
would be 


paid back in 25 years. To pay the whole 
cost of the municipal out fit by install- 
ments in 25 years and at the same time 
pay one-halfl of one per cent profit over 
all while this was being done would 
riot be a very discouraging showing. 
The most serious charge that Mr. Por- 
ter makes is: 


"In Englarifi, however, tl'.e municipal- 


ities, or rather an association of the 
permanent town clerks 6f municipal! 
ties, have been politically strong enough 
to prevent private capital from securing 
parliamentary acts for the purpose of . 
promoting electric lighting, heating and 
power companies, even with a guar- 
antee of great saving to the commun- 
ity over the exorbitant rates of the 
municipality. The combination) of muni- 
cipalities In England have in fact guard 
ed thehv rights ofl monopoly and high 
prices to the consumer as. vigorously 
apd as effectually as combinations of 
private capital." 


In this is the real danfeer of municipal 


ownership, the danger of the politician 
manipulating „ to cause the public to 
maintain a monopoly of fat berths for 
his men at pub'ic expense. Municipal i 
ow-nership must have business through 
and through, it.

MORE t-LAG POLES THAN EVER. 


Orvwlnx D2«p*«!tlon Anton* the Peo- 


ple to Show Their Colors. 


"Flagpoles," said a man who makes 


them, "are the pick of the foro&t whence 
they come. Up to 60 feet in length, and 
this would include the great majority, 
they are commonly of spruce; flagpoles 
more than 60 feet long are of pine. 


"The spruce poles come from New 


Brunswick and Nova Scotia. The pine 
poles come from northern New York aud 
Michigan. 


"Up to 50 feet in length'and a 50 foot 


staff would lie counted a good, big staiT. 
Flagpoles cost, all set up, t.uck on the 
top and halyards rove, ready to bend on 
the Das, from §1 to $1.23 a foot. 
The 


cost depends somewhat on the pole nnd 
somewhat on the situation, the latter 
question involving the diflioulties attend- 
ing setting the pole up. Longer poles 
cost proportionately more. A 75 foot 
pole might cost, set up ready for use, 
$150. Flagpoles for buildings are some- 
times made up to 80 feet iu length, but 
not often. 


"A 50 foot pole of the usual propor- 


tions, which would be 10 inches in di- 
nmeter at the butt and 4 inches at the 
top, 
would weigh about 850 pounds. A 


75 foot pole wouid weigh about 1,500 
pounds, so that when you put up a pole 
of that size you would be standing upon 
one end a weight of three-quarters of a 
ton. 


"Of course the flagpole must be secure- 


ly set up. There are two ways of mount- 
ing a flagpole. One is to step it, running 
the lower end of the pole through the 
roof as you would run a mast through the 
deck of a boat. The other way is to set 
the butt of the pole in a shoe placed on 
the roof. The very tallest poles are al- 
ways stepped through the roof. 
-—"A good flagpole, properly put up and 
properly cared for, is long lived. It might 
wear as long as the building on which it 
was placed. A flagpole really ought to be 
painted e-very year. Flagpole painting is 
done by the riggers employed by flagpole 
makers, by steeple climbers, by meu who 
make a business of it, who go about seek- 
ing flagpoles to paint. To have a flag- 
pole carefully and properly painted costs, 
according to the size of the pole, $5 to 
$10. 


"Flagpoles are made nowadays rather 


longer, if anything, than formerly. Their 
greater length is to make them more 
nearly proportionate to the higher build- 
ings. 


"There are now sold more fiagstaffs 


than ever before in proportion to the pop- 
ulation. The law requiring the flying of 
the flag from school houses has increased 
the actual number of poles, and the pres- 
ence of those poles and the flying of the 
flag from them has prompted the raisin? 
of other poles. I think also that people 
are more likely now to put up flagpoles 
than they formerly were; anyway, that 
they have more disposition now than ever 
to show their colors."—New York Sun.

We Bad Some Famoua Marlomea In 


Revolutionary War Time*. 


At Frederiektawn, Md., and Lancaster, 
Pa., the men of Cresap's company gave 
exhibitions of their astonishing skill with 
the rifle. After shooting by turns at a 
piece of paper the size of a dollar nailed 
on a blackened board 60 yards distant and 
generally hitting It or shooting very near 
it they varied tho amusement by shooting 
in a prona position from their breasts, 
sldea or backs and by running a short dis- 
tance and then firing, to show that they 
•were equally certain ot their ainr when 
mnneuvering ae In battle. 


Finally one of two brothers took a piece 


of board only 5 inches broad and 7 inches 
long, with a similar piece of paper center- 
ed on it for a bullseye, and held the board 
In his hand wbilo tho other brother shot 
through the paper. Positions were then 
reversed, nnd tho second brother hold tho 
board. Tho spectators were more aston- 
ished than pleased, at this performance, 
when, to their horror, ono of the men 
placed the bit of board between his thighs 
and, supporting It thus, stood smilingly 
erect while his brother shot eight bullets 
successively through tho board. 
This 


shooting was done offhand at a distance 
said to have been "upward of 60 yards," 
though it was probably not orer 40 yards. 


The bystanders were assured that there 


were moro than 50 men !n the company 
who could perform the same feat and that 
there was not one but could "plug 19 bul- 
lets ont of 30 within an inch of the head 
of a tenpenay nail." To ehow tho abso- 
lute confidence that they had in each oth- 
er's marksmanship soma of the riflemen 
offered to stand with apples on their heads 
while others shot them off at- a consider- 
able distance, bnt the sensible townspeo- 
ple refused to wittiesa such foolhaidiness.

Recently an old man stood In the cor- 


ridor of a big office buHdiag, with watch 
in hand, making figures from time to 
time on the back of an envelope. There 
were many wbo wondered .what he was 
doing. 


He was computing how much time the 


modem elevators in our high buildings 
save to men in a day, and to one who 
spoke to him he told how for years, 
away back in the sixties, he had worked 
in the sixth story of a building which 
was then one of the highest in the city 
or the country cither, for that matter; 
how, 
though young1 and spry then, he 


had droaded that ciimb up six sheer stair 
flights; how the men in the place would 
draw lots to see who at luncheon time 
should make the journey to the street to 
buy cakes and pie for the noonday meal, 
apd how he had at times gone without 
bis luncheon rather than use up so much 
strength in climbing the stairs. It took 
a minute and a half then for a young 
man to go up, he said, but the manager 
of the factory, who was more than 50 
years old and somewhat rheumatic, al- 
ways spent four minutes in the upward 
struggle. . 


"I was jest figuring on the time saved 


by this modern appliance," the old mnn 
continued, "t;r!4 I calculate that it is at 
'least four minutes ,for evory young man 
who goes to the twenty-fifth floor and ten 
•tninntes for 
your 'elderly gentlemen.' 


These express elevators, stopping only 
above the thirteenth floor, average 45 
seconds in reaching ibe top. Of course 
we wouldn't have 20 or 30 story struc- 
tures if the modern elevator manufac- 
turers had not kept pace with the archi- 
tects and buildeis. but I am arsruing from 
the other side." And he sboived an ar- 
ray of figures to prove thot in a daj's 
average business, in which 2,500 passen- 
gers are carripd, two \vhole working 
days are gained.

tee will repore on the matter at the 
April meeting, and the council will 
then decide whether to hold hearings. 
It is generally believed that the coun- 
cil will adopt the resolution, since it 
simply calls 
for_ an expression of 


opinion. 


Jdr. Bonnar was seen last evening 


and asked his idea in presenting the 
matter. He said that while he had 
heard considerable discussion of gas 
rates in this city, he acted for h-mself 
alone in presenting the resolution. He 
believed in municipal ownership, and 
has read widely on the subject. He in- 
tended by this move simply to secure 
an expression of opinion from the peo- 
ple of the city, and says that future ac 
Uon will depend on the results of the 
hearing. In case it is evident that 
there js a strong sentime it in favor of 
municipal ownership, Mr. Bonnar said 
that he should probably present a reso- 
lution calling for it, at which time the 
real debate on the matter would come. 


Mr. Bonnar thinks that there is 


money in it for the city, just as there 
is m municipal ownership of the water 
works, and wants to see the matter 
have a full and fair discussion in the 
city.

Hiram Maxim Says Big Battle- 


ships Must Go,

A new invention threatens to do 


aTray almost entirely with the tele- 
phone girl and to make every eubicrib- 
er his own "Central." 


There is now being constructed to a 


shop at Forestrille, C«nn., an appara- 
tus with this object in view. It is the 
design of an electrician in the employ 
of the Providence Electric company 
of Providence. 
Wealthy New York 


and Boston men, it is said, are pro- 
moters of the scheme. 


Under the oew system there will be 


no more "helloa" with central office 
operators, but subscribers will be 
equipped with miniature switchboards 
and plugs. The lines will be num- 
bered, and each subscriber may call 
any one he pleases without connection 
with "Central." When, however, long 
distance connection is desired, it will 
still be necessary to call a central office 
as at present. 


The new invention is called the auto- 


commutator. It seems to be practically 
the same idea as that of the Provi- 
dence electrician. 


Every subscriber is supplied with an 


Instrument consisting of a battery, 
transmitter, receiver, call bell and a 
movable dial with decimal figures. This 
dial revolves around a central pivot 
aud may be brought opposite any fig- 
ure desired. A toothed wheel is work- 
ed by this dial and connects with the 
battery, breaking the circuit of a num- 
ber equal to the figure indicated by 
each movement. 


The central office commutator is actu- 


ated by each emission of current thus 
produced in the line. An electromag- 
net at each emission causes a vertical 
rod to ascend one notch. 


This rod has three horizontal pins 


which can be brought in contact with 
the extremities of all the wires, which 
are arranged circularly, one alongside 
the other in superposed rows at the 
bottom of the apparatus. To obtain 
greater resources in the combinations 
the two line wires are used separately. 


After the subscriber baa marked the 


cumber of the person wanted he pushes 
the call bell button and unhooks the 
telephone receiver. If there is a bum- 
ming sound, he knows that the line is 
already ia use. 
As it is possible to 


bring the pins of the commutator rod 
into contact witb all the lines, of 
which the extremities end at the bot- 
tom of the apparatus, this will suffice 
'or about 100 subscribers.

HIGH EXPLOSIVES TO DO WOEK. 


•cm P«w«r la ComlH* JU*ya Will 0« 


laveate* la Comparatively Small 
Ve»«el»—Torpedo Craft to Ran Au- 
tomatically—The Woader» of aiax- 
lalte aad Hoterit*. 


That the present great navies are 


destined to be abolished is the view of 
Hiram Maxim. Before the Manhattan 
Single Tax club of New York the other 
night the inventor explained how, by 
the use of high explosives, the present 
methods of warfare were to be changed 
completely. 


"With due knowledge which now is 


possessed by inventors and our present 
abundant means," he said, "the United 
States in one year could prepare an 
equipment which would be sufficient to 
wipe out all the navies on the earth. 
Some time within the next six months 
the government will undertake experi- 
ments at Sandy Book for the purpose of 
testing the new high explosive known 
as maximite. A structure built of the 
strongest Kruppized plate, 12 inches 
thick and as large as a modern battle- 
ship, will be set up as a target. 


"If, as I predict, this plate should be 


destroyed at one shot, there will b«* 
wrought as complete a revolution in 
naval architecture as resulted from the 
building of the Monitor. 


"Waximite is the first high explosive, 


satisfactory in other respects, which 
could be fired through armor plate of 
such thickness as to make it available 
for armor piercing shells. 
When a 


projectile filled with maximite is ex- 
ploded in flight, it will be hurled at a 
velocity of 5,000 feet a second. 


"The war vessel of the future will be 


a small uuarmored gunboat, capable 
of traveling at a high rate of speed. 
Such a craft will come into use as the 
natural result of the success of the 
aerial torpedo and will afford far more 
protection than the most powerful bat- 
tleship. 


"This new style vessel will have ita 


enemies, like any other. The most im- 
portant of these now projected is the 
automobile torpedo, which will travel 
under water at the rate of three-quar- 
ters of a mile a minute. The torpedo 
craft will run automatically and will 
be almost wholly under water. 
Its 


operation will require on! 3^ tv/o men. 


"For its propulsion I have Invented a 


substance which I call motorite. This 
Is.more powerful than compressed air 
and requires only two seconds to get 
up speed. 


"A torpedo boat of this description 


can be built for $100,000, and one of 
these would sink a battleship. 


"On land the changes in warfare 


must be as great as on sea. It will be 
no longer possible for troops to fight in 
the open. As soon as they appeared 
on the line of the horizon they would 
be wiped out by the new engines of de- 
struction aa quickly and as jmrely as 
dust Is reduced: by the 'iise of a garden 
hose." 


Mr. Maxim made various demonstra- 


tions to prove his assertions.

Eminent Harvard GeoIoeUt Predicts 


Greateit Influx of the Metal World 
Ua> Ever Known—Earth'* Surface, 
He Declarec, U Caareed With It, 
and 
Improved 
Machinery Will 


Work WoadecH. 


Professor N. S. Sbaler, Harvard's 


eminent geologist, in a recent lecture to 
600 students of that university predict- 
ed that within the next 30 years there 
would be an influx of gold such as the 
world has never known. 
Professor 


Shaler bases his statement on geolog- 
ical conditions, combined with recent 
improvements in mining apparatus. 
He said in part: 


"If the price of gold goes down, an- 


other metal must be looked for as a 
token of international value. I think 
this metal will be silver, because sil- 
ver is not found in alluvial plains and 
because, owing to the difficulty in min- 
ing, it will never change in value. 


"Within the past few years men have 


come to realize that a large portion of 
the earth's surface is charged with 
gold. 
Gold is indissoluble, and when 


gravel banks are cut away it is noi 
easily carried off by streams to thi 
Bca as is the case witb other metals 
Instead it is carried along, broken u] 
into finer and finer fragments am 
gradually 
deposited 
over 
alluvia 


plains. 


"The new systems of mining whlcL 


have recently been discovered will 
have produced by the middle of the 
present century an almost intolerable 
supply of gold. I cannot say definitelj 
what the increase will be, but I should 
think at the least that the present sup 
ply will be quadrupled. On the conti 
nent of America alone I have estimated 
that the amount of gold to be won 
from gravel within t.6e next 100 years 
will be worth $30,000,000,000. 


"Up to the present time men have 


been greatly handicapped in searchiup 
for gold by the fact that it was scatter- 
ed so thinly through the earth. They 
have been able to find any amount of 
gravel paying from 10 to 30 cents to 
the cubic yard, but the expense of 
dredging has always been so great that 
'they have been unable to extract it 
with profit. 


"Now, however, the machinery of the 


dredgers has been greatly improved. 
Within the past three years dredges 
have been operated in Russia and in 
the United States, especially in Lead- 
ville, Colo., which have proved beyond 
question that alluvial soil can be profit- 
ably worked for gold. 


"In the United States there are from 


6,000 to 8,000 square miles which will 
give miners employment and which 
can be accurately depended upon for 
producing gold, Similar areas in Rus- 
sia, India, Africa and Australia will 
flood the market, and if the value of 
gold remains the same the quantity 
will increase tenfold by the middle of 
the century. 


"The production may be limited, 


however, by a simultaneous rise in the 
price of labor and by the fact that the 
mines in South Africa and in other 
places where the solid rock bed is 
worked cannot be operated by reason 
of the increased expense. Still, there 
will be a vast influx, and what its ef- 
fect will be cannot be estimated. It 
may play havoc with commerce, but to 
my mind it is more likely to bring 
about the long looked for golden age, 
an age of peace, prosperity and hope."
